the number one Labor I'arty enemy of i 
Sir Oswald Mosley, number one Brit­ 
ish Fascist. 
The number one Labor Party enemy 
of Fascism is Herbert Morrison. Mor­ 
rison is the boss of London's Labor 
Party. 
He is the man who for the 
first time in history won control of the 
London County Council for Labor. As 
its boss he bas the welfare of 4,397,- 
000 Londoners in his hands, has 72.- 
0(H) employees, spends $200,000,000 a 
year, and controls a territory larger 
than Denmark or Switzerland. 
His probity, energy and brains have 
put him in front of the field to become 
the next Labor Prime Minister. 
He 
and bis party have most to lose 
if 
Fascism were to come in Britain. He 
is the one man in the Labor Party who 
is credited by friend and foe, with the 
courage to put over a real Socialist 
program if Labor were to win a ma­ 
jority in the next Parliamentary elec­ 
tions. 
The Fascists would crush him 
if 
they came to power. He would crush 
them if he came to power. 
Many people in Britain are cock­ 
sure about Fascism in Britain. They 
call ii out of the question. Mr. Morri­ 
son i* not that certain. “So much de­ 
pends on events in two fields, in poli­ 
tics and in economics,” he observed, 
filling his pipe and sitting forw ard in 
the big chair in front of the huge 
desk in the middle Of the enormous 
room of the London County Council, 
“ that I shall be cautious in prophecy. 
"But at the present moment I do 
not believe that the Mosley movement 
needs to be taken too seriously, al­ 
though it has its significance. 
Some 
of our people are quite panicky- welt, 
no, 
not 
panicky, hut alarmed 
think the Fascist danger very real. 
"On the whole, however, J consider 
that if we pay too much attention to 
the Fascist movement in Britain we 
merely im reuse the danger by adver­ 
tising it. although its hopeless eco­ 
nomics should be exposed.
